THE TABER CASE. 


ARGUMENTS OF COUNSEL YESTERDAY—NO 
TESTIMONY TAKEN—THE DECISION OF THE 
JUDGE KESERVED. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 3.—[Special.]—There 
were only three men present as spectators to- 
day at the Taber divorce trial. The day was 
consumed by arguments of counsel. Butter- 
worth, for the defense, denied the allegations 
of unchaste conduct on the part of his client 
with Mr. Downs, and read letters written over 
a year ago by Taber to his wife while she was 
in the country to show that be was having a 

„good time with Miss Davidson, and urging 
his wife to prolong ber absence. Butterworth 
sifted Taber’s testimony, endeavoring to 
cast discredit upon his veracity, espe 
cially in relation to the episode with 
the mirror and cane outside the pastor's study, 
and pointed out Taber’s duplicity and faise- 
nood in his testimony relative to Mrs. Lincoln. 
Mr. Dickenson, counsel for the prosecution, 
opened with the declarauon that it was a mat- 
ter of public congratulation that this triai was 
brought to a close. It was painful to see a 
class in the community so deepiy imbued with 
prurient curiosity that they will flock bere to 
see what must be painful to the heart of any 
good man. He would have declined the case 
had he supposed it would prove 80 un- 
pleasant. He said Mrs. Taber seemed to 
think she only needed for her defense to show 
that her husband was as wicked as herself. 
Two years ago Mrs. Taber felt such a liking 
for Mr. Downs that she threw herself into his 
arms. How often had she thrown herself into 
ber husband's arms? What would one think 
of a minister who knew the disposition of a 
parishioner to throw herself in bis arms if he 
visited that woman again unless accompanied 
by his wife? No honest person would have 
submitted to such an embrace and not told 
the husband. Referring to the time when Taber 
and hiscompanions broke open Mrs. Taber’s 
bedroom door and Mr. Downs and Mrs. Taber 
were found on the bed, Mr. Dickenson said: “If 
Mr. Taber had gone into that room that night 
with a pistol in his band and had shot Mr. 
Downs there would not have heena jury in 
the country which would have returned him 
guilty of mansiaughter, and if Mr. Downs had 
shot Mr. Taber any community south of the 
Delaware would have called upon Judge 
Lynch.” The Judge has reserved his decision.

This has been one of the most shameful elec- 
tions ever held in Chemung County. Gov.

It was known that 
a large amount of money would be put into 
the various voting districts, but that such an 
enormous sum would be expended was not ex- 
pected. The Republicans ware taken by sur 
prise, and at an early hour the Democrate 
had polled a large share of the pur 
chasable vote. In no instance heard 
of was less than $10 per vote offered, and the 
figure went up to §25 in several of the wards. 
The traffic in votes was the most disgraceful 
evet witnessed. The purchases were made in 
front of the polling-places, without any pre 
tensions of concealment. Where the money 
came from is a mystery, but that it was bere 
plentitully fully demonstrated. The fact 
that John MoDougall, the Senatorial candidate, 
is a Tammany Democrat, and that Mr. Arnots 
pledged that McDougall would be cared for in 
Chemung probably clears up the mystery.

THES NEW POST-OFFICR AT UPPERTOWN, 
E.. Is ALMOST GUTTED. 

QuEBEC, Nov. 3.—[Speolal.]— There is con- 
siderabie excitement in Quebec today over the 
partial burning of the city post-office, a three- 
story cut-stone building in upper town, com- 
pleted in 1871, and costing about $45,000. The 
fire, which was discovered at an early hour this 
morning, broke out io the second story, occu- 
pied by the Inspectors’ Department and offices 
of the Dominion Public Works. When digcoy- 
ered considerable time was lost in sounding 
the alarm and turning on the water through 
the old aqueduct, the new pipe baving 
burst Sunday. Before the fire could be 
suppressed ithe two upper flats of the 
building were — A utted and the lower 
flat, used as the post-office, was so badly in- 
jured by smoke and water as to compel the 
authorities to search for temporary accommo- 
dation elsewhere. All the mails in at the time 
were saved without loss or injury. The build- 
ing is temporarily closed, and no mail matter 
is being delivered pending an official order 
from Ottawa, consequently all parties are with- 
out outside communication today. The gen- 
eral impression is that the fire was caused by 
gas or the beating 2 The total dam- 
age to the building is estimated at about 
$20,000.

The 
basement of the building is used 
as a laundry by Chung Lee, Chinaman, who 
said he was confident that the fire did not start 
in his place. His loss is small. and mostly by 
water.

ROBINSON (REP.) 18 ELECTED GOVERNOR BY 
A PLURALITY OF 25,000. 

, Boston, Mass., Nov. 3.—Massachusetts will 
elect Governor and its other State officers and 
Legislature and vote upon a proposed amend- 
ment to its Constitution which provides for 
precinct voting in towns, The candidates for 
Governor are: Republican, George D. Robiu- 
son, the present incurabent; Democratic, Fred- 
erick O. Prince; Greenbacker, James Sumner: 
Prohibitionist, Thomas J. Lathrop. The vote 
of the State for President was: Biaine, 146,724; 
Cleveland, 122,481; Butler, 24,434; St. John, 
10,026. The Legislature last chosen was Re- 
publican by 120 majority on joint ballot. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 3.—[Spectal.— The 
Legislature of 1885 passed a law prohibiting the 
sale or gift ot liquor election-days except by 
licensed inn-holders to duly registered guests. 
A few days ago the Board of Police of Boston 
issued notices to the liquor-deaiers that the 
provisions of this law would be rigidly en- 
forced, and as a consequence few if any viola- 
tions have been noted: In the saloons and 
restaurants of this city the dealers appear to 
bave recognized the fact that the rotices meant 
what they said, and a majority of the saloons 
were entirely closed. A few were open, 
but no sales were made, and were destitute of 
would-be customers. Many saloonkeepers car- 
ry on a lunch business also, and these had their 
places open, but nothing but solid refreshment 
could be obtained. The wholesale dealers were 
open for business as usual, the provisions of 
the law not extending to that class of licenses. 
The law permits botelkeepers to sell to guests 
duly registered, and it was expected that there 
would be a large oppurtunity for evasion of the 
spirit of the law at least. For instance, at the 
Quincy House over 700 names were registered. 
Rach person was then given a card which ad- 
mitted him tothe large bar-room, and there 
everything. could be obtained at regular rates. 
At the Parker House there was less of this

One hundred and fifty-nine cities and towns, 
including in addition to those already given, 
Springfield and Taunton, give Robinsoa (Rep.) 
tor Governor 69,279, Prince (Dem.) 56,538. 

The total vote of Boston is: Prince 22,822, 
Robinson 18,468, Prince’s plurality 4,336. 

Robinson is probably elected by 25,000 plu- 
rality over Prince. 

The late returns have caused many surprises, 
in the election of members of the Senate and 
Housein particular. Lynn has been carried 
by the Republicans for the first time in five 
years, and also elected four out of five Re- 
publican Representatives. In the Lowell 
Senatorial District Lilley defeats Marden, a 
Democratic triumph, and Naphen (Dem.) has 
been elected to the Senate from the South 
Boston District—another surprise. Alger 
(Dem.) defeats Chamberlain in the Cambridge 
Senatorial District, which is considered a great 
victory by the Democrats. Morse (Dem.) de- 
feats Hart (Rep.) in the First Norfolk District. 

Corrected vote of the City of Boston gives 
Prince 22,912, Robinson 18,478, Lathrop 282, 
Sumner 102. The total vote of Worcester 
County is: Robinson 14,588, Prince 10,542, 
Latbrop 1,108, Sumner 143. The Republicans 
elect all their Senators and twenty-two of the 
thirty Representatives. The vote is the small- 
est since 1881.

The returns from all except a dozen small 
towns sbow a total vote of 183,668 for Govern- 
or, Of which Gov.

Robinson's plurality 17,871, 
and his majority over ali 11,656. Last year the 
total vote was 304,115, aivided as follows:

Robinson’s vote over all 
Thus it will be seen 
that the Repblicans have held their own against 
the field for Governor. The rest of the State 
ticket is elected by about the same plurality. 
The Republicans have suffered most in the 
Senate. This is due to several causes. First, 
they carried several districts last year, notabiy 
in Essex County, because a large vote which is 
usually attached to the Democracy voted 
tor the Butler Senatorial candidates, which 
were run in every district. The defeat 
of Messrs. Marden, Frye, Bennett, and Whip- 
ple was largely due to these causes, though a 
full Republican vote might have saved them. 
The Democrats have elected a number of able 
and active men to the Senate, but the Repub- 
licans have a good working majority and a 
number of members who can be relied upon to 
maintain the general legislative policy of the 
party in the State. In the House the Republic- 
ans have more nearly held their majority of 
last year, and a number of new men have been 
elected who will take the place of those who 
retire on the floor. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 3.—The vote of 
Worcester: Robinson 3,890, Prince 3.178, 
Lathrop 281, Sumner 7. A very small vote has 
been polled in this city and county. Senator 
Jefferson is re@lected by 514 plurality. 

One of the quietest and least eventful polit- 
ical campaigns in Massachusetts for more than 
twenty years resuited today, as everybody 
knew it would, in the election of the entire Re- 
publican State ticket. Mr. Prince’s motive in 
accepting the Gubernatorial nomination from 
his party was generally believed to be a desire 
to place himseif more prominently before the 
Administration in the hope of receiving recog- 
nition for bis past services to the Democratic 
party. Be this as it may, be certainly 
is too intelligent and observant to have 
for one moment expected that he would 
be elected. The Republicans have not held 
a rally or ratification meeting in Bosvon, and 
only a few meetings have been held in the 
country towns. The Democrats held one rally 
in Boston of avery weak character and a few 
meetings elsewhere. The falling off in registra- 
tion was considerable, the Democrats suffering 
the most in this respect, and there was so little 
interest felt in the e.ection that in many cases 
registered voters would not take the trouble to 
go to the polls unless a carriage tLappened to 
be sent by some candidate for legis- 
lative honors. The weather was per- 
fect, and under ordinary circumstances 
would have been conducive to a arge vote. 
While the vote was not by any means up to 
that of 1883 or 1884, in both of which years 
special reasons existed to draw out a heavy 
poll, it was nevertheless larger than was an- 
ticipated, this being due to efforts in favor of 
or against candidates for places lower down 
than those on the generai ticket. Gov. Rob- 
inson’s plurality will be about 25,000, and the 
Legislature will be largely Republican as usual. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


A REPUBLICAN STATE TREASURER ELECTED 
BY A LARGE MAJORITY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 3.—The election 
today passed off quietly. The weather was 
clear and cold, with a gusty wind blowing. The 
only State office to be filled was that of State 
Treasurer. Matthew Staniey Quay was the 
Republican and Conrad B. Day the Democratic 
candidate. Barr Spangler ran on the Prohibi- 
tion ticket and William D. Whitney as the 
Greenback-Labor nominee. Last year Blaine 
had a plurality of 81,000, and in 1883, when the 
last State Treasurer was chosen, the Repub- 
lican candidate was elected by a majority of 
20,011. Comparisons tonight will be made with 
the vote of 1883. The interest in the Phila- 
delphia County election centered upon 
the contest for Sheriff, W. Ell- 
wood HKowan being the Republican 
and Dallas Sanders the Democratic candidate. 
Rowan was opposed by the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee of One Hundred—which has been so prom- 
inent in local elections for some years past—on 
the ground that he was a representative of 
„% machine’ politics. Rowan in 1876 was de- 
feated for Sheriff by Wright, Democrat, by 7,264 
votes, although the Hayes Electors the same 
day received 15,000 majority.

INGTON. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
election today was for Controller and Cierk of 
the State Court of Appeals, one-half the State 
Senators, and the members of the House of 
Delegates. The candidates for Controller are: 
Republican, Francis Miller; Democratic, J. 
Frank Turner; Prohibitionist, Heury Taylor. 
The vote of the State for President was: 
Blaine, 85,699; Cleveland, 96,932; Butler, 531; 
St. John, 2,794. The Legislature last chosen 
was Democratic by 87 majority on joint ballot. 

The great issue of this election has been 
whether Gorman shall be reélected by the in- 
coming Legisiature, as has been fully reported 
in Tae Trisung. A sharp fight has been 
waged against his reéiection to the United 
States Senate. 

Reports from various parts of the State indi- 
cate that the usual frauds were perpetrated by 
the Gorman gang. Many colored men in the 
lower counties were deprived of their votes.

The Gorman 
cunal ring tried to run things in the western 
part of the State, but the mountain districts 
show Republican gains in spite of Bourbon 
boodle.“ and return their members of the 
Lerislature. Gormancan bave no hope of 
Western Maryland. 

In the counties the contest has been between 
the two parties, but in this city the regular 
Democratic Gorman ticket has been antagon- 
ized by an Independent movement composed 
of Republicans and anti-Gorman Democrats.

Tue City Council has finally passed the 
amended bridge-closing ordinance giving pas- 
sengers a littie more time morning and even- 
ing to get across to their work and to their 
homes without detention from vessels. It 
provides for the closing of the bridges on the 
main river, and on the South Branch to Har- 
rison and on the North Branch to Kinzie 
street, from 6 to 8 a. m. and from 5 to 7 p. m. 
All other bridges are to be closed from 6 to 7 
a. m. and 6:30 to 7:30 p.m. The new regu- 
lation will not affect vesselmen much before 
next spring, as the season of navigation is 
drawing towards a close, and all the lake 
shipping will have to do will be to regulate 
their starting out and coming into the river 
according to the new time-table. The thou- 
sands of teams, hundreds of street-cars, and 
tens of thousands of foot-passengers having 
to cross the bridges morning and night must 
be accommodated as far as practicable by the 
shipping interest. The vesselmen will find 
that there is plenty of time left to them for 
ingress and egress. The people and the 
craft must give and take and accommodate 
each other as far as practicable. 


THE HONEST VOTERS’ VICTORY. 

The respectable and law-abiding citizens of 
Chicago have declared their determination to 
have honest elections in the future, not alone 
by a satisfactory majority, but by one em- 
phatic enough to show how unendurable the 
abuses practiced by the Mackin and 
Van Pelt gangs had become. In spite 
of the desperate effort of these 
gangs and their crooked workers, and of the 
absence of the interest and enthusiasm which 
centre in a general election, the decent voters 
all over the city have risen and indignantly 
smashed the rings which for five years have 
debauched election methods and violated the 
sanctity of the ballot-box. Jomackinism in 
municipal politics and Vanpeltism in county 
politics expired yesterday. The occupations 
of the ballot-box stuffer, of the ring judges, 
of the patent-affidavit maker, of the poll-list 
forger, of the tramp repeater, of the Alder- 
manic counter, of the bogus voter, and of 
the fine-worker are ended, and in their 
place, under the checks and safeguards of 
the new law, we shall have honest judges 
and clerks, a fair count of the votes, and a 
truthful declaration of returns. Honest 
voters will be protected in their rights and 
the candidates who receive a clear majority 
of the votes will be declared elected. 

Chicago has nobly redeemed herself and 
wiped out the stain which has rested upon 
her name. It will enceforth be possible to 
have a good, honest, and well-managed 
Municipal Government, a Mayor who cannot 
usurp an office to which he has not been le- 
gally elected, and a Council which will not 
be composed of professional Aldermen who 
have been counted In by thelr own creatures 
and who have canvassed their own votes. 

The courts having allowed the law to be 
submitted to the people for adeption or re- 
jection will abide by the verdict which the 
people have expressed. In the face of such 
a great uprising they will never interfere 
with the vopular will, We congratulate the 
people that they have at last freed themselves 
from ring rule. 

Ample opportunity will now be had to test 
the law before the meeting of the next Leg- 
islature. If it shows any defects they can 
then be removed and the law be made as per - 
fect as it is possible to have it. 

The victory was in every way complete. 
Mr. Garnett is elected Judge of the Su- 
perior Court by a large majority 
over Hynes, the partisan candidate. 
The result is one which will be 
accepted with satistaction not only because 
Mr. Garnett will make an excellent Judge, 
but as a fitting rebuke to the duplicity of the 
Democratic managers in violating the im- 
plied understanding that they would indorse 
his candidacy. 


ARBITRARY WHEAT-BUYVERS. 

Glencoe, in McLeod County, Minn., is a 
town of about 2,000 inhabitants, and finds itself 
engaged in a very unequal contest with Min- 
neapolis, which has a population about sixty 
times as great. The Millers’ Association of 
the larger place appears to have undertaken 
to carry things with a high hand, and the 
temerity of the grajin-buyers in Glencoe in 
daring to act for themselves seems to have 
been visited on their heads with a severity 
which will compare with the arrogance dis- 
played by the Standard Ol Company in 
crushing out those who dared to oppose 
them. 

The Glencoe Register, in its issue of Oct. 
30, presenta a scathing indictment of the 
Millers’ Association in a statement purport- 
ing to give a history of its arbitrary conduct 
for the last two years. It is charged that 
the association fixed the prices to be paid at 
Glencoe at two to five cents per bushel. be- 
low the prices assigned to Plato and Nor- 
wood, only a few miles distant. As a result, 
all the wheat that was grown more than 
about four miles north of Glencoe went to 
other points. The dealers of that place then 
proposed to act for themselves and send the 
wheat to other markets. The result was 
that a few days ago the association ad- 
vanced the price of wheat five cents 
at all competing points, which drew 
oft the farmers of McLeod County 
and left the Glencoe buyers with nothing to 
do but lie back and see the ground cut from 
under their feet by a set of men whose motto 
was evidently ‘“‘rale or ruin.” At a point 
only six miles from Glencoe the price was 
adyanced to within one cent per bushel of 
what was paid at Minneapolis the same 
day; and it w seem that instructions 
were sent to pay even more if that were neces- 
sary to carry the point unmistakably in their 
favor. One would think that the force of 
meanness could no further go, and can 
searcely wonder at the resolve to buy no 
more goods in Minneapolis, nat even 80 
much as a pocket-handkerchivef, till this out- 
rage has been wiped out.“ 

Of course, the farmers in the exeeptionally 
favored towns are jubilant over the oppor. 
tunity afforded them to market their wheat 
at a little greater advantage than would 
otherwise have been possible. It is not to be 
wondered at if they embrace the offer of the 
men whe buy for the association and regard 
it as a legitimate gain, But they ought also 
to have the good sense to see that acceptance 
of the offer only serves to rivet more tightly 
the chain around their own necks and render 
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assume such an attitude in a free country 
than an admirer of the slave régime could to 
attempt to revive the trade in human chat- 
tels. Such despotism may prosper for awhile, 
but only in the same way that a pig man- 
ages to swim, by cutting his own throat dur- 
ing the operation. The men who are en- 
deavoring to kill off legitimate competition 
by such high-handed methods should be able 
to take counsel with their own selfishness, if 
they have progressed so far away from the 
principles of common fairness as to render 
nseless an appeal thereto. | 


THE DEMOCRATIC VICTORY IN NEW 
YORK, 

At the present writing it appears that Mr. 
Cleveland and the New York members 
of his Cabinet have not wasted 
either their money or their patronage, 
and that Hill, the spoils candidate, 
nominated upon an anti-civil-service plat- 
form, has been elected Governor by a 
considerable majority. The Republicans of 
that State have not only had to fight 
against the corrupt New Tork City rings 
and the State patronage and machinery 
at Albany, in the hands of Hill himself, but 
against the whole power of the Administra- 
tion, which was quietly but effectually used 
by Cleveland, Manning, and Whitney in the 
dispensation of patronage as well as in 
outspoken encouragement and moneyed 
contributions. They have had to fight the 
Prohibition vote again, which shows an in- 
crease, thus proving that the candidacy of 
Mr. Blaine last year was not the personal 
motive that inspired their opposition. They 
have also had to fight against the loss of 
the Irish vote, Which has gone back to its 
old moorings, and was strong enough to more 
than offset the mugwump accession. In the 
light of the results it is not clear 
what benefit the mugwump reinforcement 
has been to the party. If they were strong 
enough to defeat Mr. Blaine, as they have 
ostentatiously claimed, then certainly they 
ought to have been strong enough to have 
secured the election of Mr. Davenport, who 
was nominated for the special purpose of 
suiting these fastidious gentlemen. Monroe 
County, in which the City of Rochester is 
situated, gave 6,000 plurality for Blaine, 
owing to accessions from the Irish Dem- 
ocrats. This year the county gives only 
about 3,000 majority for Davenport. Last 
year. Rensselaer County (Troy) was 
earried for Blaine by a small plurality; this 
year it is quite largely Democratic. Brook- 
lyn and New York City did even 
better for Hill than for Cleveland, although 
the mugwumps changed front. The Irish 
cast more votes than the mugwumps, The 
only important Republican gains are reported 
from Buffalo, where President Cleveland’s 
vote did not count severely for Hill, Daven- 
port’s gain being about 1,500. 


BRITISH AGRICULTURAL DEPRES 
SION. 

It was announced a day or two ago that a 
Texan cattle-dealer had contracted to deliver 
to a firm. of London butchers 3,000 frozen 
carcasses of beef at Galveston for shipment 
to the English metropolis every fortnight at 
the price of six cents a pound. This, It is 
intimated, is but the beginning of an ex- 
tensive trade in frozen meats between this 
country and England. The news will not be 
weleome to the British farmer. He has 
already suffered enough from the frozen- 
meat trade with New Zealand; Australia, 
and the Argentine Republic—the opening up 
of a new and extensive source of supply, 
which will no doubt be followed by the 
establishment: of a similar commerce with 
Mexico, which will further reduce the price of 
English-fed beef. The farmer is being driven 
out of the wheat market also by the Indian, 
the Russian, and the American. . The prices 
of all kinds of agricultural produce are 
declining. ‘‘ American competition,” we are 
told by so conservative an authority as the 
London Times, has at last ruined the skilled 
and indefatigable dairy farmers of Cheshire 
**.prices having fallen 15 to 20 shillings 
British] per hundredweight [112 pounds] 
“bringing down the market to figures at 
‘‘which it will not be remunerative to con- 
tinue the business. The farmers 
are dismayed at the outlook, ... If 
‘dairying goes every resource of our agri- 
‘cultural classes will collapse.” The same 
journal adds: In the butter trade also it 
appears that the price of first quality for 
July was 87 shillings per hundredweight, 
whereas the average for ten years ago that 
month was 106 shillings.” The price of all 
kinds of cattle has decreased from 30 to 40 
per cent, Sheep are sold at about half the 
price they fetehed ten years ago. The Mark 
Lane Express of Sept. 28, speaking of the 
Wilton Fair, one of the principal for sheep 
in the South of England, says: Trade was 
wretchedly dull; lambs had to be sold for 
three or four shillings less money. For 
eattle there was scarcely any trade and few 
sales were effected. All kinds of cereals 
have declined about 25. per cent.“ 
The Spectator says that aggiculture 
is, if not profitless, the least profitable busi- 
ness that a resident of England can pursue. 
A writer in the Times says that peasant pro- 
prietors purchasing now at eighteen years’ 
rental cannot make more than 2 per cent on 
their investment. The Rev. George Brooks, 
a Congregationalist clergyman writing in the 
Pali Mall Gazetie, says: The present con- 
dition of Scottish agriculture may be de- 
scribed in one word--ruined.” Yet in Scot- 
land and in Ireland the landlords still de- 
mand the rentals paid when prices were 
high. The result in the former country is 
that the farmers are lying idle, and in the 
latter country boycotting and other methods 
of agrarian warfare are resorted to, The 
Rey. Mr, Brooks, already quoted, says, de- 
scribing the condition of Haddingtonshire, 
called sometimes the Garden of Scotland: 
Farms by the score are degenerating 
through neglect into their original wild state, 
In one part of the country it is possible to go 
ten miles as the crow flies without finding a 
farmer. The shopkeepers are being 
ruined with the farmers.” Another writer 
says there are some good Scotch landlords 
who let farms which brought them $5,000 
twenty years ago for $3,000 now. The Lon- 
don World refers to a Lanarkshire nobleman 
who last year with a rent-roll of $350,000 
has received only $20,000 net”! Duleep 
Singh, the Indian notability, has 13,000 acres 
of the 17,000 acres which he owns in Suffolk 
on his hands,” He speculated on farming 
a portion himself and the speculation proved 
disastrous. 

From all appearances it seems that the 
agricultural lands of the British Islands can- 
not support at the same time a set of work- 
ers and a get of idlers, The latter the land- 
lords—will have to go. The soll can support 
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matter how good the intentions of those who 
frame them may be, are but mere temporary 
expedients. The Irish Land act, for in- 
stance, is likely to turn out a miserable fail- 
ure. The tenants cannot pay the judicial 
rents fixed three or four years ago by a num- 
ber of lawyers who know little or nothing 
about farming, and who cannot be made to 
realize even now the gravity of the agricult- 
ural situation. Mr. Healy, in a clever 
speech at Monaghan a few weeks ago, called 
attention to the absurdity of the Commission- 
ers’ proceedings. He read statistics from a 
pamphiet prepared by one of them named 
Roche, a barrister, to show that during the 
first year of the act rents were reduced 22 
per cent, the second year they were reduced 
20 per cent; last year the reductions averaged 
but 16 per cent, this year thé average reduc- 
tion is but 15 per cent. As prices declined 
the rents were kept up. It appears, as Mr. 
Healy sald, that the Commissioners were 
governed more by the intensity of the 
agrarian agitation than by the price of agri- 
cultural products. To apply similar remedies 
to England and Scotiand therefore would be 
useless. The remedy is the one proposed 
long ago by Mr. Parneli—the expropriation 
of the landlords. ‘They will have to go. 


GRANTS OPINION OF JOHNSON. 

In commenting on Mr. Depew’s recent 
letter concerning the relations between Gen. 
Grant and Andrew Johnson shortly after the 
close of the War the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat says: 7 

The most absurd thing in Mr. Depew’s letter 
is the statement of Gen. Grant’s reasons for 
Andrew Jobnson's alleged revolutionary de- 
signs. Gen. Grant is made to say that Johu- 
son's ambition was to be received in full favor 
by the slave-bolding oligarchy, which had al- 
ways despised bim, and that to achieve this 
end he was willing to overturn the Govern- 
ment, in order, as Maj. Edwards would put it, 
to place ae South once more in the saddle.“ 
We do not believe that Gen. Grant ever uttered 
any such sentiment. At the time referred to 
the silave-holding oligarchy was a thing of the 
past; slavery was extinguished beyond either 
the power or the desire of resuscitation. 


This is a rather singular view for a paper 
that has held heretofore to the Republican 
doctrine that the fruits of the War were not 
secured until the adoption of the War amend- 
ments to the Constitution. At the time of 
Andrew Johnson’s treachery neither the four- 
teenth nor fifteenth amendment had been 
adopted, and, although slavery was nomi- 
tally destroyed by the Emancipation Procla- 
mation, there were no adequate safeguards 
to prevent its reéstablishment in a new form 
under the peonage and vagrant laws which 
the Southern States were then adopting. If 
the Southern States had been left to them- 
selves, in accordance with Johnson's pro- 
gram, the negroes would have been epeedily 
reduced to a condition ot penal slavery, with 
the slave-holding oligarchy practically reés- 
tablished. 

Under the infamous and cruel vagrant 
Jaws adopted in the Southern States during 
the Johnson régime a complete system of 
penal slavery was provided. Negroes ac- 
cused of being vagrants could be fined enor- 
mous amounts and then placed in the hands 
of masters to work out the penalty. If the 
Southern States could have secured admis- 
sion to the Union without repealing these 
laws, slavery would have been practically 
reéstablished and the War could have taken 
rank only as the most tragical burlesque on 
record. Its fruits would have turned to 
ashes. The Emancipation Proclamation was 
simply a war measure that destroyed the 
forms of chattel slavery, but at that time the 
Dred Scott still stood, and even eman- 
cipated negroes could not become citizens of 
the United States. They were practically 
outside the protection of the law. Not a 
Southern State would have consented to the 
fourteenth or fifteenth amendment unless 
forced to do so, and if they had been ad- 
mitted to the Union without that require- 
ment these great measures could not have 
been adopted. Under Andrew Johnson’s 
policy the fruits of the War would have 
been lost, and the Southern aristocracy at 
once rehabilitated with the negroes as slaves 
in reality if notin name. The Emancipation 
Proclamation would have been simply a 
glittering generality. 

The assertion that the Southern aristocracy 
was a thing of the past and “‘ extinguished 
beyond resuscitation” at the time of John- 
son’s treachery is preposterous and absurd, 
The time was ripe for Johnson to become 
the servile tool of the Southern aristocracy 
in the hope of proving its, Moses. During 
Johnson's accidental term as President the 
South played for high stakes, and in case of 
success it would have nullified the results of 
the War to all practical intents and purposes. 
The dangers of that period are not yet fully 
understood. Mr. Depew’s letter throws a 
flood of light on the matter, and there Is 
abundant reason to believe that Gen. Grant’s 
opinion of Johnson was correct in every par- 
ticular. No more dangerous demagog ever 
menaced the country than Andrew Johnson 
when he sought to become the Moses of the 
Southern aristocracy.

He was nominated as 
an anti-Parnellite candidate for one of the 
Tyrone divisions a month ago. His transfer 
to the Huuse of Lords at this juncture will 
make his young brother, Lord Ernest Hamil- 
ton, prominent some time ago as leader of the 
Ulster Orangemen, the Tory candidate in his 
stead. The dauguters of the late Duke are 
beautiful women. One of them married the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, one of the ‘ greatest 
catches” of the time.

Ambassadors rest upon the common feeling of 
the Powers, that the momentous questions as to 
peace or war cannot be made dependent on a 
change of mood in the Balkan Peninsula. The 
European Areopagus, which is alone responsible 
for the maintenance of peace and for the welfare 
of the nations, declares in a no less solemn than 
decided manner in its memorandum that the un- 
justifiable ambition of individual races on the Bal- 
kan Peninsula cannot be permitted to imperil at 
will the peace of the Great Powers by quarreling 
with each other or with Turkey, and thereby in- 
tentionally or otherwise leaving out of account that 
their paltry selfish and paltry short-sighted policy 
might resuit in compelling the Great Powers to 
mingle in the dispute, and break the peace 
which they have been 80 careful to pre- 
serve. Such proceedings on the part of 
the petty Balkar States must rightly de 
met with most serious objections from the whole 
of Europe. The peace of the Great Powers has an 
interest for all their subjects, numbering more than 
800,000,000, while Greece, Servia, and Bulgaria. with 
Eastern Roumelia, possess at the utmost 6,000,000 
inhabitants, of which certainly not even a tenth 
part in each of these States belongs tothe domi- 
pant nationality. It 18, at hy rate. unfair to ex- 
pect that 300,000,000 of Europeans should expose 
themselves to the danger of being obliged to dis- 
pense with the blessings of because three 
petty Balkan States, with scarcely 6,000,000 inhab- 
itants, suddenly conceive the idea that their local 
balance of power—that is to say, their 1 
ambition—is imperiled. 


The salient feature of the above commu- 


niqué, which bears interna) evidence of having 
been composed at Friedrichsruh, is the candid 
admission that bostilities among the native 
races of the Balkan Peninsula would in all 
probability also evoke an open conflict of in- 
terests between two of the Great Powers, 
which, though not named, could only be Aus- 
tria and Russia; and it may be safely inferred 
that urgent representations in sense of the 
above entrefilet have already mn made at 
Athens, Belgrade, and Sophia. Indeed, :f the 
omens speak true, Prince Alexander, notwitu- 
standing all his brave words about burying his 
bones on a Roumelian battlefleld rather than 
recross the Balkans, would seem to have at last 
shown some signs of an inclinanon to the voice 
ot reason, perhaps even of intimidation.

HERR OTTO OBTAINS THE FIRST PRIZE FOR HIS

Berwin, Nov. 3.—Herr Otto, the designer of 
the Humboldt monument which stands in 
front of the university, has obtained the first 
prize of $1,250 for his design for a monument 
to Martin Luther. Herr Hilgers. the sculptor 
of the monument to Frederick the Great, 
recently unveiled at Potsdam, received the 
second prize of $750. 

WARNS THEM AGAINST AMERICA. 

The North German Gazette, referring to 
colonial missions, says that only French Jes- 
uits are forbidden in Germany’s colonies, but 
German Catholics and Protestants enjoy equal 
rights. The Tagblatt. referring to the proba- 
bility of America annexing the Sandwich 
Islands, warns German traders to lose no time 
in protecting themselves against American 
competition in Japan, Corea, and China. 


FRANCE.

The 
whole party then attempted to seize the arsen- 
al. The eentry on guard resisted desperate- 
ly, but was killed. The garrison, becoming 
alarmed, fired a broadside at the party and put 
them to flight. The leader of the gang was 
formeriy an officer in the army. Several other 
members werecaptured. The Government has 
been trying to keep the affair secret.

Kentucky Distiller, Charged 
with a Big Fraud. 


It Is Alleged that He Swindled His 
Partners by Making False 
Entries. 


Many Thousand Dollars to Be Acoounted 
For, According to the Statement 
of the Plaintiffs. 


Lovisvitun, Ky., Nov. 3.—A sensational 
suit, charging wholesale fraud against Richard 
Monarch, a well-known distiller and property- 
owner of Owensboro, was filed in the United 
States Court this afternoon. The style of the 
suit is Simon G. Flannigan and wife, Virginia 
Magale, Joseph F. Magale, and Lillian Ma- 
gaie vs. Richard Monarch, John Callaghan, and 
the Daviess County Distillery Company. The 
petition states that plaintiffs live at Galveston, 
Tex., and that April 18, 1878, a partnership was 
entered into between Richard Monarch, J. 
F. Magale, and R. R. Burnham 4s 
distillers. Monarch was to furnish one-half 
of the means, bear one-half the losses, and re- 
celve one-half the proceeds. Magale was to 
receive three-fourths of the other half and 
Burnham one-fourth, Monarch to manage the 
business and receive $2,000 per year salary. 
The partnership was to continue until Novem- 
ber, 1883, but was dissolved by Magdale’s death 
in June, 1880. Magale’s widqw afterwards 
married Simon G. Filannfzan, one of 
the plaintiffs. The petition states that 
the profits of the business were $99,- 
624. This, it is alleged, was received 
by Monarch and converted to his own use, ex- 
cept $12,453, which Burnham received. Magale 
paid more than $57,082 into the business. The 
petition states that plaintiffs are entitled to 
the excess of the capita) stock over his part, 
to one-balt of the net profits earned and re- 
otivea by said firm or received by Monarch 
from its profits, and one-half of all assets of 
said firm, Burnham baving been settled with, 
bis part paid, and huving gone out of the firm 
before it dissolved. Richard Moharch, it 
is charged, caused one-eighth of the profits, 
$12,453, tc be paid Burnham in whisky out of 
whisky made by and belonging to the firm, and 
he fraudulently caused, it is asserted, to be en- 
tered on the books, as charged, $15,841, and 
deducted it from Magale's interest. The peti- 
tion charges that Monarch sold to Monarch & 
Millett whisky at less than market price, and 
also sold large quantities to Magale & Burn- 
ham, charging more than the market price. 
It is charged that be kept other members of 
the firm in ignorance, and by this and other 
methods of the firm’s books show interests 
and profite of J. A. Magale less than they were 
by more than $50,000. Furthermore it states 
that he appropriated to bis own use and did 
not account for more than $50,000 belonging 
to Magale. It is alleged that when the firm 
dissolved it owned property amounting to 
more than $170,000 over its indebtedness. The 
petition then gives a number of alleged fraud- 
ulent entries made by Monarch. One in- 
stance is as follows: It is thought 
that he made Magale a present of ten 
barrels of whisky upon which the taxes 
amounted to $446.15, and charged that amount 
to the latter. He then, itis affirmed, credited 
himself with a lige sum, thus making Magale 
pay taxes twice. The document also states 
that in July, 1880, Monarch induced Mrs. Magale 
to enter into partnership with bim under the 
name of R. Monarch & Co., as distillers. The 
firm was to last five years, and $5,000 was to 
be paid in by each as the capital stock. 
It is alleged that she paid into tne 
firm more than $45, 000 and he 
transferred the assets of the firm of 
Monarch, Magale & Burnham to the new firm 
and credited himself with a sum as large as 
the capital stock. He furnisbed no money, it 
is claimed, but used the assets of the old firm 
and credited himseif as payment of his part of 
the capital stock. Dec. 16, 1880, assets belong- 
ing to J. F. Magale and R. Monarch, as mem- 
bers of the old firm, amounted to $270,000, all 
of which, it is stated, Monarch received and 
never accounted for. From 1880 to 1885, the 
petitition says, Mrs. Flannigan pail into the 
firm of R. Monarch & Co. $70,000. During the first 
year of the new firm it charges that Monarch 
credited himself with bis salary and $5,300 for 
each succeeding year. It 1s alleged that be 
has bought lands and property with the assets 
of the firm and taken titles in his own name, 
and a list is given of bouses and lots pur- 
chased. Nearly all of the property is near 
Owensboro. He also bought a steamboat and 
another distillery in the same alleged way. It 
says be purcbased groceries for tis family 
use and paid for them in whisky belonging to 
the firm. It says be made an entry on the books 
showing that he traded whisky for groceries 
at more than the market price, and credited 
bimseif with the difference, claiming to be en- 
titled to iton account of his superior trading 
ability. It charges that he also bought a three- 
fourths interest in the Kentucky Club Distill- 
ery and formed a partnership with John Calla- 
ghan. He paid $40,000 foran interest in the 
business, taking a deed in bis own name. It 
further charges that Monarch and Cal- 
laghao bad entered into a conspiracy 
to cheat the plaintiffs out of theirrghbts. It 
states that Monarch had used the old firm’s 
trademarks, which were well established, in 
the new, enterprise. Some time ago, it is al- 
leged, he represented to Mrs. Flannigan that 
her interests were small. and offered to buy 
her share for $1,800. The petition claims that 
the assets of the firm of R. Monarch & Co. will 
amount to over $300,000, and prays for com- 
plete settlement of partnership. 


AT THE COUNTY JAIL. 


AN ESCAPED PRISONER BROUGHT BACK. 

Louis Schraeder, one of the five prisoners 
who escaped from the County Jail last spring 
by breaking through the roof of the boys’ de- 
partment, was recaptured yesterday at No. 245 
South Desplaines street and returned to jail. 
After his escape Schraeder went to Indiana and 
worked for some months at ditching. He was 


shot a month ago in that State, it is said, while 
in the act of stealing horses, and be has a 
wound in the leg to show in witness of this ad- 
venture, Peter McKeough knew the fugitive 
and gave the tip to Deputy-Sheriff Giea- 
son, and Officers Haas and Murnane made 
the capture. The escape of the prison four 
of whom were boys, was planned by 9297 
The men who were caicimining the interior of 
the boys’ department left some large planks 
and a long, strong rope on the uppertier. The 
plank was used as a battering-ram to break off 
the lock of the trap-door in the ceiling, and 
—— the rope all got safely down into Lawier’s 
alley. 

Schraeder said last night: “I worked at 
Goodland, Ind., for farmers ditching. The last 
man I worked for was Abraham Williams. 
These farmers owe a balance of $70 for work, 
and, as I was out of money, I came to Chicago 
to look after my letters and papers, as I was 
expecting some money from the old country. 
I arrived at Desplaines street last Wednesday. 
My right name is Louis Frick, dnd I gave that 
name to the farmers. I bad worked at a place 
eleven miles from Goodland about ten years 
ago. The lock was not broken off with a 
piank, but picked and sawed. The boys 
who sca with me were William 
Lewis, *Stuffy’ Hicks, and Frank Taylor. I 
never saw them after getting to the ground.“ 
Scbraeder is charged with burglary under in- 
dictment. He was heid to the Criminal Court 
by Justice Kersten with Tony Baker, who is 
now serving a two years’ term in the peni- 
tentiary for taking part in the same burglary. 
Hicks and Taylor were recaptured two days 
after the escape, but William Lewis bas never 
been.seen in Chicago since the night of the es- 


cape. 

Jailer Folz says the report that James 
Desmond escaped throueh the jail-door by go- 
ing out with some visitors is incorrect. Never 
since the jail was buiit has a prisoner got out 
in that way. Desmond was trusted to empty 
the garbage-box, as be always returned 
promptiy. He went down the elevator with 
the box, and when he found himself free he ran 
off to visita woman who nad been released 
from the jail a few days previous.

A REHEARING DENIED. . 

CotumBus, O., Nov. 3.—[Special.]—In the 
Supreme Court today the petition of Jonn 
Rederer vs. H. N. Whitbeck, Treasurer of 
Cuyahoga County, for a hearing of that case 
was refused. This was the Cleveland Scott 
Liquor Tax law case in which it was sought to 
compel the Treasurer to refund the tax and 
settle. The fact is that no action in that line 
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TRIBUNE yesterday, “that the subject of Bis- 
marck’s order issued some days ago prohibit- 
ing the importafion of American pork into 
Germany is now no longer discussed, and the 
press and the people at Washington are dis- 
posed to let it rest where it hes. Some seem to 
think that the Reichstag will some time or other 
see the injustice of the order and have it rescind- 
ed, and that the French authorities who bave 
admitted the injustice of their course wil! also 
set aside its laws on that subject. Such hopes 
are purely visionary. These countries are in- 
terested in their own agricultural products, 
and their rulers have no intention of rescinding 
the orders given. In 1870 Bismarck saw that 
we in America could raise meat very cheaply, 
and to keep it out of Germany he imposed a 
duty of a cent and a half per pound on all 
kinds of meats. This was too high, but lasge 
consignments of American meat con- 
tinued to arrive, and to get rid of 
it and break up the business he in- 
vented the trichine scheme as being the 
surest and most effectual. In character it was 
no better than a blackmailm scheme. A case 
of triobiniasis had never occurred, so far as I 
can learn, from eating American pork, though 
many have been killed by eating German pork. 
So have many thousands of people died in this 
country from drinking German and French 
wines. We use $6,000,000 worth of champagne 
and about $4,000,000 worth of other wines im- 
ported from the two counties named. The 
business amounts to about the same as 
the sales of meats to wer formerly 
did, and the way bring 
them to terms is to reciprocate by telling them 
that we will take no more of their wine until 
they witndraw their charges’ against our 
meats.”

Loet the people at Wasbington do it. Let 
Mr. Cleveiand instruct our representatives in 
Paris and Berlin to inform those Governments 
that their course is regarded as being unjust, 
and that unless the laws are changed Congress.

growth. Much of this wine is no better than 
cider, and is certainly inferior to the native 
American wine, which is always cheaper. So 
the French buy lard oil and send it back to us 
labeled The Best Olive Oi So you see we 
really have some reason to charge these two 
countries with sending us aduiterated goods, 
while their charges against our pork is admit- 
tedly false. What are we going to do about it? 
Are they to make all the noise, while we are 
the ones to complain? What is the matter with 
our statesmen at Washington that they attempt 
to offer no measure of relief? 

The German press is surprised at our in- 


action and wonders that some relief measure 


has not been adopted. The order of Bismarck 
is very unpopuiar in Germany, especially . 
among the poorer classes who buy meat. In 
1882 I went over to Germany and traveled 
through the Kbeinish provinces, gathering up 
the signatures of 20,000 persons to a. petition 
which was presented to the Keichstag, request- 
ing that the order be canceled, but they never 
paid any attention to it, and they never will 
unless they are compelled to do so. We have a 
large and growing agricuitural country, which 
produces more than we can consume, and 
where are we to look for our trade but to for- 
eign countries? This subject has nothing to 
do with free trade or high tariff. It is asimple 
arbitrary ruling on the part of Bismarck, grow- 
ing outof his well-known prejudice against 
the United States. This prejudice is shown 
more plainly in the order recently issued to the 
effect that no German-American shall be per- 
mitted to remain inside the German lines for 
more than three weeks, that any such person 
desiring to visit Germany shall procure per- 
mission to do so and shall 88 to leave 
at the expiration of three weeks met 

„ heard it freely admitted in aces that 
American bam was superior to who native 
product of that country, and the English Par- 
liament at the time Bismarck’s order was is- 
sued considered the question of excluding our 
American pork on the same grounds, but after 
a full and careful investigation they came to 
the conclusion that jt was sound, and thereup- 
on, like any other intelligent body of legis- 
lators, declined to exclude it from the English 
market. The English are very particular 
about their food, and if the meat had been dis- 
eased they would have said so. 

„Every nation has rights that it bas a right 
to protect, and the issue here raised touches 
one of them. Solar as this matter goes we are 
being trampled upon by both France and Ger- 
many. In the season of 1879.80 the two cities 
of Antwerpand Havre received shipments of 
the American hog product to the amount of 
nearly $10,000,000. A single house in this city 
shipped 80,000 cases of bacon to Antwerp for 
Germany, and maintained at Antwerp a branch 
house where fifteen clerks were employed. 
The Administration ought tobe made to wake 
up and do something. Now is the time.“ 


THE WATER SUPPLY. * 


DR. RAUCH BELIEVES IT 18 POLLUTED—WHY 
HE THINKS 80. 

“T have no reply to make to the comments 

of the city officiais on my last report.“ said Dr. 

J. H. Rauch, Secretary of the State Board of 


Health, upon bis arrival yesterday at the Grand 


Pacific. “‘I have simply stated the facts as I 
believed them, and if the statements are not 
correct no one would be more pleased than I. 
But bare assertions that I lie is not proof. It 
is not a personal matter with me. I have be- 
lieved that the sewage is polluting the water of 
Chicago, and as a health officer.I could do no 
more than call attention to it.” 

The Secretary here produced a table giving 
the daily meteorological conditions and charac- 
ter of water drawn on given days in this city 
by the United States Signal Service and Prof. 
Long. Going through the table he pointed 
out several days in which the water was ** actu- 
ally poliuted”’ by the sewage whena strong 
southwest wind continued for any. -length of 
time. These observations, which began Sept. 5, 
would be continued through the year, and the 
question of the effect of the outpouring of the 
city’s sewage into the lake upon the water 


supply would be settled far more satisfactorily’ 


than mere assertions one way or another could 
do it. 


SOME WINTRY WEATHER. 


SLEIGHING OUT IN BISMARCK—THE STORM 
ALONG THE ATLANTIC COAST AND ITS 
DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 

BisMARCK, Dak., Nov. 3,—|Special.|—The 
first snow of the season fell here today, the 
storm beginning in the morning and lasting till 
afternoon. Sleighing was good until evening, 
but the snow is rapidly disappearing, and farm- 
ers who have lived in the country for years au- 
ticipate several weeks more of fair weather.

JECT OF JUDGE VINCENT’S REMOVAL. 
. Las Vas, N. M., Nov. 2.—Ex-Senator Dor- 
sey arrived here today from Sante Fé, where 
he attended the Territorial Stock Aseociation’s 
annual meeting. He was interviewed by the 
correspondent, and said; 
“ Yes, the Vincent matter is still of interest. 
I have information sufficient to convince me 
that Judge Vincent's removal was brought 
about through statements made by vicious 
and disreputable persons living at Raton. The 


wholly upon lawiesness, agitation, falsehood, 
and wiliful and unwarrented libel. These fek 


lows, without status or credit with any decent 


man, it seems have been able to misiead an 


United States and the members of the Cabinet. 
I am not much surprised at this fact; stupidi- 
ty, with a dash of pretentiousness, is generally 
led by fools. There lives in Indianapolis a 
fellow by the name of Fishback, who in ac- 
cordance with the fitness of things is a brother- 
in-law of a certain other fellow. This 
Fishback, in bis great anxiety for the welfare 
of the people of New Mexico, wrote Mr. 
Spatks, Commissioner of the General Land- 
Office at Washington, a letter wonderful in 
imagination, but not surprising to any one who 
knows him and his methods.“ 

„Senator, do you know the contents of that 
letter?“ 

“Why, certainly I do. This fellow alleged 
that Judge Vincent and myself had consvired 
to defraud the Government out of large tracts 
of the public domain, that in pursuance of 
this conspiracy Judge Vincent bad visited me 
at my ranch, and that we there concocted a 
scheme for packinga jury. I was to be made 
Jury Commissioner, and two of my business 
associates were to act with me; that before 
a jury so selected all cases of land-grants and 
lana titles were to come. He further stated 
that be knew from personal knowledge that I 
bad defrauded the Government out of vast 
tracts of land. and that unless Judge Vincent 
was at once kicked out I would have the whole 
judicial machinery of the Territory working in 
my interest. This letter was addressed to Mr. 
Sparks, Commissioner of the General Land- 
Office. The physical dynamiter and a dyspep- 
tic reformer rushes with the letter to Mr. 
Lamar, of the Interior, and Mr. 
Lamar in bot haste passed it over the head of 
the Attorney-General to the President and de- 
manded the immediate removal of Vincent, 
which was ordered at once, and I am told that 
not over two hours elapsed after the receipt of 
the McMann-Fisbback letter by Sparks before 
Judge Vincent was removed.“ 

“In your opinion, Senator, had Attorney- 
General Garland anything to do with it?“ 

1 don’t believe that the Attorney-General 
bad the slightest knowledge of the removal 
untilsome time after it was accomplished. 
The Attorney-General is a just and fair man, 
and I am sure would not perpetrate an act like 
this, except upon the gravest charges, and 
they well authenticated.” 

» What effect will his removal have upon 
Judge Vincent's future?“ 

For the moment, and to people who do not 
understand the tacts, it may injure bim, but I 
am confident that today Judge Vincent stands 
a hundredfoild higber in the public estimation 
of the people of this Territory than be did be- 
fore his removal. Among decent people arbi- 
trary acts of this sort are repugnant, and al- 
ways result in the advancement of the person 
so trampled upon without cause. Autocratic 
power so exercised by pretepders for the pur- 
pose only of advancing their own interests has 
always failed, and had always ought to fail.“ 

“What effect will the arbitrary removal of 
Judge Vincent and the summary removal of 
all che Judges of Arizona bave upon the 
judiciary that succeeds them in the Territo- 
ries?” 

„Why. u is plainly to be seen that Judges 
appointed hereafter wili leave Washington 
with their decisions in certain classes of cases 
and in respect to certain individuals already 
prepared. Every Judge who wishes to hold 
bis place will do so under duress. There will 
be no security to property, no certainty of 
tenure, and no law will be allowed to come be- 
tween the policy of Mr. Cleveland and the 
rights of litigants. I have hopes in this Terri- 
tory especially. I believe that we have two 
Judges left—Brinker and Henderson—who wil! 
not submit or allow themselves to be dictated 
to by Sparks or Cleveland. They are upright 
and capable men, and 1 believe that such action 
as was taken in Judge Vincent's case is as ab- 
horrent to their sense of fairness and justice as 
it is to yours.“

FIXING UP THE OBELISE. 

Yesterday the staging around the obelisk in 
Central Park was finished, and now eversthing 
is in readiness to give it a coating of parafiine, 
which, it is expected, will prevent it being 
further damaged by the climate, It is already 
injured more than is generally supposed. 
Crumbling pieces are easily removed with the 
fingers, and with a chisel fragments are de- 
tatched weighing a pound or more. The par- 
affine to be used is made especially for this 
work, being distilled from crude petroleum 
under an enormous pressure, and is as nearly 
pure as it can possible be. After the work is 
completed the stone will look slightly darker 
in color than it does now.

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How the Poor-House Inmates Were 


Recently Utilized—Past Extrav- 
agance Reviewed, 


A Few Bright Spots Where Honest Busi- 
nen Men Are in Oontrol= 
Repairs, 


The Township of Jefferson, which adjoins 
Chicago on the northwest, is just now stirred 
up over an incident of school management. 
There was an election there last week to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of one of the 
School Trustees, Mr. A. H. Bodman. The 
Democratic employés of the county institu- 
tions at Dunning tried to introduce some of 
the fne-work methods of the Chicago gang 
there, and proposed by the aid of the pauper 
vote to foist on the taxpayers one of their own 
number—Warden Frey of the Poor-House. 
Though no poll was ordered in the cali for the 
election at Dunning, one was established 
there by the employés and 567 alleged 
votes are said to have been polled 


there. If more had been necessary they would 


have been forthcoming. Yet in the 
Dunomg district there are, according to the 
school census of this year, but 391 bona fide 
residents and 220 adults, of whom at least one- 
half are not voters. There 1s hardly a pretense 
that the vote at Dunning was bonest. The al- 
leged judges of election never opened the bal- 
lots cast by the paupers, nor did they count 
them. They estimated the vote at 567—~all for 
Frey—and not one for Simons, his opponent, 
who was the candidate of the taxpayers, It is 
altogether probable that the pauper vote will 
be ignored and Mr. Simons declared elected. 
The School Trusteeship is an important office 
for tne Jefferson taxpayers. The Trustees 
have charge of the township property, the 
management of the high school, and the ap- 
pointment of the School Treasurer. The rep- 
resentative and beneficiary of the county 
pauper vote would hardly be a fit man to 
intrust with such large responsibilities. In- 
quiry has developed the fact that the motive 
of the backers of Me. Frey's candidacy was to 
obtain complete control of the townsaip school 
funds by electing aformer employé of the 
poor-house as Township Treasurer. There isa 
salary of $1,200 per annum attached to this 
Office, $175,000 passes through the Treasurer's 
bands each year, and he bas always a comfort- 
able balance in the bank. It is the best baying 
office in the Town of Jefferson. The incum- 
bent realizes $2,500 per annum, or thereabouts, 
and the duties are not onerous. It would bea 
nice job for Dr. Hagenbach, formeriy of the 
333 Hagenbach is now a partner of 

r. Fonda, one of the trustees. If Frey were 
counted in he would probably vote for his 
former associate. The two votes would elect 
him, and Mr. Spencer @. Kimbeil, the pres- 
ent Treasurer, would have to band over 
the township cash to bim. Mr. Kimbeil 
was elected in April, 1884, after 
a protracted contest. Before he got hold of 
the moneys he had to have one of the Trustees 
arrested for mutilating the minutes of the 
meeting at which be was elected. Once in of- 
fice he employed anexpert to examine the 
books of the former Treasurer, with the result 
o1 finding that one ex-Treasurer owed the 
township $597, which he has since paid, while 
another owes $206, which he has refused to 
pay. 

Before Mr. Kimbell’s election the school 
finances of the township appear to have been 
very loosely managed, and there is yet large 
room for improvement. The Treasurer has 
done his best, but the Trustees have not been 
active, The districting is bad, the schools are 
badly located in most of the districts, and the 
directors seem to be, generally speaking, ut- 
terly unfitto manage school affairs. Of the 
forty-nine school officers with whom the thirty- 
six square miles of territory are burdened 
there are probably five who have some remote 
conception of what their duties are: The total 
population in June last was 16,754, an increase 
of 3,000 over the population as returned in 
June, 1884. The increase was almost wholly in 
the Maplewood-Humbolidt District, adjoinmg 
the city. There were in the township 56,040 
persons of the schoo! age, but the average at- 
tendance was not half of that number, and the 
enrollment was but 8,218. Twenty-two school 
buildings are owned by the township and two 
buildings are rented for school purposes, 
Nearly all the school property conferred by the 
State has been disposed of long ago, and the 
proceeds, except about $8,000, recklesly squan- 
dered. The bonded debt of the township in 
June was $82,450! It will take years to build 
sufficient suitable schools for the Humboldt- 
Maplewood District. The people there are gen- 
erally poor, and they cannot stand the heavy 
taxation. The provision made by the State for 
their relief has been nullified by the greed and 
rascality of school officers in the past, and the 
rascality is not all ended yet, as will be noted 
from the facts and figures set forth below and 
whieh have been carefully collected for Taz 
TRIBUNE during the last week. 


AN EXPENSIVE HIGH SCHOOL 

There is a high school in the township which 
is most extravagantly conducted, It is man- 
aged by the trustees and is located at Montrose, 
a long distance away from the most populous 
districts of the town. The average daily at- 
tendance at this school last year was 38.1. 
Three high-priced teachers were employed to 
instruct this number. The school was, it ap- 
pears, conceived in extravagance. There are 
but six rooms. It was puilt in 1883 at a cost of 
$25,000—an extravagant price. In 1884—the 
following year—it was deemed necessary to 
spend $1,454 in repairs and improvements. One 
of the improvements was the building ofa 
shed to sheiter horses on which some of the 
thirty-eight pupils rode to school. Furniture 
for the three rooms used in the building cost 
last year $1,308 and the previous year $1,684. 
The trus paid $8.50 per set for desks in 1883 
and 1884. This year, however, they have pro- 
cured sets of the same kind for $2.40. The old 
trustees were more liberal. Fuel for three 
rooms cost $864. Deducting the amount paid 
during the year for building purposes ($2,536) 
from the total expenditures, the cost of the 
school for the year was $8,062. This is at the 
rate of $214 per pupil. It is claimed that there 
is a decided improvement not only in the man- 
agement, but also in the attendance at the 
school this year. The membership now is 
about seventy. No additional teachers have 
been employed, and there is a general curtail- 
ment of expenses. But the school after all 
seems to be an expengive luxury, It was es- 
tablished in the interest of jobs in the first 
place. The new school building was erected in 
the interest of reai-estate speculators. The 
bonded debt ot the town incurred for it is $22,- 


AN ECONOMICALLY MANAGED DISTRICT. 

In striking contrast to the loose and extrava- 
gant management of the township high school 
is that of the District of Jefferson, immediate- 
ly adjoining Chicago, which includes Mapie- 
wood and Humboldt. There were last year in 
this district five echools, three owned by the 
district and two rented buildings. The three 
buildings owned by the district are known as 
the Hoffman Avenue School, the Libby School, 
and the Humboldt. The latter is a substantial 
twelve-room brick building. The origi

THE REVENUE CODE. 

THE COMMISSION FAVORS REPLACING THE 
BOARD OF EQUALIZATION WITH A BOARD OF 
ASSESSORS. : 

The Illinois Revenue Commission met at the 
County Board room at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, the end of the ten-day vacation find- 
ing only Mesers. Duff and Green absent. 

In Sec. 60 of the Revenue Code, which re 
lates to leasenold interest in exempted lands, 
the words “real estate, at the end of the sec 
tion, were, on motionoof Mr. Waller, stricken 
out and personal property” substituted for 
them. The object of this is to provide for the 
collection of taxes on exempted property owned 
by institutions of learning and kindred insti- 
tution, and leased to outside parties. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas the very lengthy 
sections, 97 and 97a, were entirely eliminated, 
as Seo. 86, as previously amended, was found 
to cover all its provisions. 

Secs. 98 and 99 were passed without any 
amendment being offered to them, and the 
commission took up for consideration the reso- 
lation, introduced by Mr. 8. at 1 ses- 

or 


This resolution as originally offered called for 
the appointment by the Governor, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, of six persons, who, 
together with the Auditor of State, he 
ex-officio a member, should constitute a board 
to be called the Board of Tax Commissioners, 
and who should perform all duties that have 
bitherto devolved upon the State Board of 
Equalization. 

Mr. Hay, speaking in beffalf of the resolu- 

, said the fault he had to find with the 

Board of Equalization was that it consisted of 
twenty-one members. This was too large a 
pumber of men to work together satisfactorily, 
which was proyed by their practice of dividing 
themseives up into committees. Such a board 
should consist at the outside of seven mem- 
bers, who should work together, and have tuli 
cognizance of all that was going forward. 
Mr. Crandon liked the plan, and said he would 
vote for it, but be thought that the Governor 
should appoint the entire board and leave the 
State Auditor out of it. Mr. Waller agreed 
with this, and offered an amendment to that 
effect, which, however, was lost. The original 
resolution was then voted on and carried. On 
the suggestion of Mr. Burobard, the name of 
the proposed board was subsequently changed 
from Board of Tax Commissioners to Board of

In the afternoon Secs. 106, 107, and 108 were 
allowed to stand. A jump-back was then taken 
to Sec. 8, which defines the rules to be followed 
in the valuation of personal property, and the 
lest clause, relating to the assessment by local 
assessors of manufacturing and stock-breeding 
companies, newspapers, etc., was stricken out. 

In Sec. 110, the word telephone was in- 
serted in the proper place, making the capital 
stock of telephone companies amenable to as- 
Sessment on the same basis as that of railroad 
and telegraph corporations. 

The clerk was instructed to substitute the 
words Board of Assessors for Board of Equal- 
ization wherever the latter appeared in subse- 
quent sections. 

Sec. 113 was, on motion of Mr. Thomas, 
amended so as to provide that, in the event of 
Assessors failing to furnish returnsof default- 
ing towns or districts, the new board should 
adjust the figures according to the last prior 
equalized assessment, 

Sec. 116, which relates to the compensation 
ofthe board, was passed over by agreement 
for future discussion, but from the remarks 
let fall concerning it it was apparent that the 
rate of pay for each member—$5 per day, with 
a 10-cent mileage fee added—would be consid- 
erably increased. 

Sec. 119, which defines the provisions for the 
collection of the State school tax, evoked a 
lengthy and animated discussion, it being 
found fault with by several members on divers 
grounds. A motion to strike the section out 
was disapproved of, and it was finally, like 
Sec. 116, temporarily passed. This was done 
with several sections ithmediately following, 
and the commission adjourned till 9 o’clock this 
morning.

The cost of 
the building wili be about $90,000. 

Just across Dearborn, fronting fifty feet on 
that street, fifty on Third avenue, and sixty- 
seven on Harrison, W. H. Thomas wili erect a 
six-story building, to cost $30, 000, in much the 
same style as “The Pontiac.“ It will have 
stores on Harrison street, and the upper stories 
will be rented with power. A number of per- 
sons bave already spoken for accommodations 
in these buildings.

gue PRELIMINARY EXAMINATIONS OF CAT- 
TLE. 

The morning of my first visit the long stalls 
were’ filled with bundreds upon bundreds of 
cattle awaiting their purchasers—the respective 
drovers, armed with their little bamboo canes, 
now in deep consultation over their different 
breeds or busy with the handshake of a con- 
cluded bargain. The prices of the animals, I 
might remark incidentally, greatly surprised 
mé—ordinary beasts bringing $60, and many as 
high as $150 and $200. When'stabied, notice is 
immediately given to the oversurgeon, who 
sends his assistants to the preliminary examina- 
tion, which is quite thorough, necessitating in- 
etant removal of any animal found externally 
or internally diseased. This entirely precludes 
the killmg of sick brutes; for no meat for Ber- 
Un consumption, of whatever kind, is allowed 
to be butchered in any other piace than this. 
Smuggling is counteracted by the veterinary 
police, who have under their supervisioa the 
different shops, where all meat must bear the 
city stamp. Rarely are mistakes mace in these 
gummary examinations, The farriers are 
gkilied and eiucated men, who would evoke 
the wonder of Claude Burgelet could he arise 
from bis grave, compelled to bave been sopho- 
mores in college before privileged to study vet- 
erinary science. Theif university course is on 
a par with the others of Germany, and as long 
or longer than a medical one in America, inde- 
pendent of their superior preparation. The 
whole corps of ten to twenty in the Berlin in- 

stitute is under the supervision of Dr. Hart- 
wig, a man of eminence in his profession, and 
his lieutenant, Dr. Dunker, whose specialty, 
microscopic investigation, bas added many 
facts to science. College students, during 
their studies, are also lectured to here weekly 
or daily, with examples before their eyes, in 
preference to the dingy wails of the uissectmg- 
yoom with some miserable carcass upon the 
table as piay ball.

If, on tne contrary, the 
ferrier find it injured by disease or its vest ice, 
he placards it accordingly in a prominent purt, 
and reports to his superior, whose decree is 
final. When thus attested, the carcass with all 
its appurtenances is debarred, and surrendered 
10 the veterinary police, who prepare it for 
fertilizing purpuses. The blood of the killed is 
by a fabricant whose factory is on 
the place, to be turned by various processes 
into manifold materials employed to enricb 
the soil. Pans are placed in every stall for its 
reception and carted off shortiy after the 
slaughter to prevent coagulation. 
EXAMINATION OF SWINE. 

Sheep fare similarly, the differences being 
too slight to necessitate further particulars. 
But naturally to the swine, from whict the 
German people, especially the lower, classes, 
mainiy derive their subsistence, in ite various 
forms and preparations, more exact informa- 
tion is due. Subjected to the same preliminary 
examination as the other animals, they are 
driven to their particular shambies. When 
Gressed, notice is likewise sent the director, 
and the proof-takers, of whom there are thir- 
ty, appear upon the scene armed cap-a-pie 
to cut samples from the diaphragm, 
Siomach, ilaryox, and intercostal mus 
cles, generally supposed to de most 
lable to inievtion.

TRICHINA. 

The traffic in unborn calves, which formerly 
was so abundant, has been entirely suppressed, 
nearly 9,000 having been confiscated during the 
last year. The triching, the most terrible in- 
fection of animals, employ, as already stated, 


a force of six or seven score in Berlin, and 


have been more exactly studied than ever be- 
fore. Found 199 times against 216 the previous 
year, Berlin can be conerataiared on the un- 
told misery and death which it thus escaped. 
I asked Dr. Hartwig about American bogs. 
“Yea,” he said, it was no farce that they 
were paticularty alive with the pest. It may 
be caused by the feeding, as 1 understand the 
swine run wild to a great extent, nourishing 
themselves upon acorns and the offal 
of the forest. Les -in reply to another ques- 
tion—“ the stigma mey be removed if you 
establish a similar institution on the other side 
of the water; but I bardiy think till then.” 
As proved by the investigation, tnchinge were 
found in all stages of development from the 
*“wandering’’ to the petrified and decaying 
conditions of the same. A series of extensive 
experiments involving many moaths showed 
trichipwe were found to attack chiefly the 
pillars of the diaphragm; next the muscles of 
the tongue, diaphragm, laryngeal muscies and 
stomach, and least the intercostal muscies. 
These serve therefore for microscopic investi- 
gation in each case. The lime ac- 
cumuiations, which a number of times 
made the flesh of the swine inad- 
missible, have been attributed by some 
to trichine, by others (Prof. Virchow) to ac- 
tinomycose, which, in more advanced stages, 
lend the parts a brown tint. Globular in their 
embryo state, us their organs develop, lime is 
secreted, quickiy hardening the surrounding 
flesh and distending it beyond normality. The 
aotinomy cose were discovered by Prof. Bol 
linger of Munich in 1876 in the maxilla of a cow, 
and proved to be the cause of an incurable 
disease, accompanied by the destruction of the 
bones. Shortly afterward Bousiok and Israei 
discovered the same spores in man, at 
usually the neck, decayed teeth, spinal eol- 
umn, and other vuinerabie organs, where their 
march is incredibiy swift, death necessarily 
ensuing. 
RESULTS OF THE INSTITUTION. . 
The results of the institution, as is natural 
to expect, bave been marvelous, not only in 
their salutary effect upon the public health, 
but in the advancement of veterinary science. 
Many discoveries have been made, many theo- 
ries which heretotore bave deen but fancy 
wanderings unsupported have become facts, 
and pathology 2 by — —— is jo ter- 
new.

porary ven e deaths by ee sine in the City of 
Berlin were not only dceasional, but frequent;

The 700 active butchers deposit 
2 marks (50 cents) for cattie, 1 mark 75 pfen- 
nigs (40 cents) for hogs, 1 mark (25 cents) for 
calves, and 75 pfennigs (18 cents) for sheep, 
for each animal that they slaughter. | 
that may seem extravagant at fi : n 
one remembers that houses, stalling, water, 
gas, and all the necessary requirements are 
supplied in unlimited quantities, the sums be- 
come insignificant. Yet from them a consider- 
able reserve fund has been laid aside during 
the two years of its operation, and new buiid- 
ings are to be constructed to accommodate the 
fast-increasing trade and export which the rep- 
utation of the institution is making inevitable. 
Over 20,000 muttons were sbipped to Paris 
alone from April, 1884, to the corre- 
sponding month of 1885. In the year 
just by 605,897 animals were sacrificed— 
95,008 cattle, 75,843 calves, 170,824 eheep, and 
727 swine—a thousand score more than the 
twelve months before. The cattle have im- 
proved in appearance, the drovers not risking 
the purchase of forlorn creatures, and the 
farmers. induced thereby, endeavor to better 
their breeds. The museum, which the patient 
and constant work is rapidly filling, revolting 
as may be the diseased organs, alcoholized and 
labeled, specimens, spores, and trichinw, is the 
preserved history of its progress, and a para- 
dise to the scientist or student of veterinary 
science. The butchers with whom I bave con- 
versed speak in the bighbest terms of the insti- 
tution. They slaughter at greater advantage, 
are enable to sell the meat at excellent prices, 
and are relieved from at responsibility; on the 
whole, they bave no wish to return to the ways

A FIGHT FOR MILLIONS, 


THE NORTHWESTERN MANUFACTURING & 
CAR COMPANY CASES. * 


Sr. Patt, Minn., Oct. 30.— There are now 


pending in the November term of the Disttiot 
Court of Washington County, which convenes 
at Stillwater Nov. 10, something like 150 of the 
Northwestern Manufacturmg & Car Company 
esses. The fight will be many-sided, but prin- 


cipally between. Receiver Brown on the one 


band, Senator Sabin on another. and the Min- 
nesota Thrasher Oompany on still another. 
The thrasher company will contend for the 
allowance of sotmeth like $1,400,000 of 
claims against the -works. This amount 
represents an aggregption of claims owned by 
individual members of the thrasher cumpany 
and of claims which have been assigned to this 
company by creditors who did not desire to 
take stock in the new company, and be- 
lieved their chances of getting anything to 
be slim. This aggregation will be contested 
by the receiver upon the ground, among others, 
that a large majority of the claims comprised 
in it were filed by the original creditors betore 
they became members of the new company. 
Senator Sabin has asked for the allowance of 
abont $850,000 upon claims, a large share of 
which is for ioan of credit upon which money 
was obtained for the car-works, and also for 
services rendered in negotiating and selling the 
stocks of the car-works, also for services ren- 
dered the car company as its President. Mr. 
Sabin’s claims will be jointly contested by the 
receiver, by the thrashing-machine company, 
and by tho several individual creditors. It is 
in this contest that the bitterest ight may be 
expected, for the thrasher company have in 
their answer to his claims charged the Senator 
with irreguiarities and even frauds, and Mr. 
Sabin will fight to vindicate bis honor. Among 
the others who have flied beavy claims which 
will be contested are: Seymour, Sabin & Co., 
for over $1,000,000; the thrasher company, 
about $100,000; the St. Croix Land & Improve- 
ment Company, about 885.000.

a verdict for $2,306, the full amonnt of their claim, 
with interest from the date of the sale. 


THE TRIALS OF A STEPMOTHER.

Her husband has never given her 
bat $1, though he is worth $30,000, with an income 
of $3,000 a year, and she asks that he may be com- 
pelled to provide for her suitably. An injunction 
was issued by Judge Moran to prevent Gettieson 
from disposing of his property.

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


SOME AMERICAN NOTES BY AN ENGLISH- 
MAN. 

Tne ordinary American is apparently always 
in a hurry. He eats quickly, drinks his liquor 
at a gulp, travels quickly, thinks quickly, and 
likes to read his newspaper quickly, and to 
grasp in an augenblick (as the Germans would 
say) what is going on all over the world. The 
journalist supplies him in consequence with 
cleverly-constructed headlines, so worded that 
a glance at them tells the contents of the arti- 
cle which follows, and enables bim to 
decide whether or not it contains mat- 
ter which wil interest him. On all e 
large newspapers in the United States a man 
is especially engaged to write these headlines, 
and some of them are marvelsof skillfu! epito- 
mizing. For a people who demand such a brief 
yet complete epitome of events, it were worse 
than useless in an editor to publish full details. 
It is therefore impressed upon every newspaper 
writer that he shail aim at conciseness on every 
occasion. It is hardly possible that there can 
be any speech, address, lecture, or sermon 
worthy of reporting at length; it is impossible 
that any triai, examination, or meeting can be 
worthy of a report in extenso. Tou have 80 
much space,” says the editor to the reporter; 
“say all you can in that.” And even after this 
injunction the editor will generally find use for 
his blue pencil. 

Every member of the staff of an American 
newspaper is expected to keep his eyes and 
ears wide open. He must be on the alert to 
catch and remember ali that i®goiag on around 
him, a veritable picker-up of unoonsidered 
trifies. On this account there is a friendly ri- 
vairy always in existence between the staffs of 
all the newspapers in a city. Each man is ever 
trying to obtain a piece of news for bis paper 
that no other paper will have on the foliowing 


morning, and hence the brightness and orig- 


inality of American newspapers, though 
it is also from this cause that too often 
their news is untrustworthy. But there, 


again, the American receptive faculties are 


constituted differently from the English. What 


is read in the newspapers in the United States 


is always taken cum grano salis, and the true 
American will sooner by far read a racily-written 
article, be it ever so short, and not altogether 


correct in jetaila, than he will sit and peruse a 


lengthy though absolutely correct account of 
the most important event of the day. Of this 
fact the journalist is fully aware; he there-

- BUSINESS-MEN AT GLENCOR, ON THE MIL- 


WAUKEE ROAD, DO NOT LIKE THE MINNBE- 

APOLIS INSPECTION. 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 3,—[Special.]—For 
some time there have been numerous com- 
plaints from Glencoe, on the Hastings & Da- 
kota branch of the Milwaukee Koad, regarding 
the Minneapolis inspection of grain from that 
piace. It has been alleged that discrimination 
against Glencoe existea to such a degree that 
it was impossible to ship wheat with profit to 
Minneapolis. The matter is again being 


stirred up and the Giencoe Register will pub- 
lish a long artiele in regard to it this week. 
Among other things it will say:

neapolis markets, as it had not been the year be- 
fore. The best that the State Inspectors would 
give us was No. 1 Northern, making a difference to 
the farmer of five cents less ona bushel fur his 
wheat than he could get at Howard Lake. 
or any other point on the Breckenridge Division of 
the Manitoba Road. The result was thas all the 
wheat to within three or four miles north of Glen- 
coe Was going to the Manitoba line. 
Something had to be done to stop the wheat going 
away from us. Our buyers went to ‘Minneapolis, 
talked with the milters and the inspectors, but 
could get no better grades. They then resolved to 
cut loose from the Millers’ Association and buy 
and sell their grain in the open market by sample, 
and, to stop the tide setting so strongly against the 
town, they resolved to pay No. 1 hard prices for 
No. 1 Northern wheat. But no sooner had they de- 
gun th do this, and the grain begun to come in, 
thun did the Millers’ Association begin to kick, 
and finally some ten days or two weeks ago they 
threatened that unless the Glencoe buyers came 
down to the prices fixed for them daily by the as- 
sociation to “freeze them out by advancing 
prices at all competing points. Thursday last this 
threat was put into execution. An agent for the 
association, Mr. Andrews, called on our buyers and 
told them that the price of wheat at all points that 
were in competition with this town would that day 
be advanced five cents above the highest 
market price, and would be kept were, 
or at higher figures, until Glencoe 
came down to prices that they might dictate. The 
Millers’ Association say that we have no No. 1 
hard wheat on the line of this road, and it is a fact 
that only one car-load shipped from this town this 
season has been passed at that grade. Now the 
price of No. 1 Northern in Minneapolis Thursday 
was 85 cents cash. The price fixed for this grade 
for Glencoe that day was 71 cents for No. 1 North- 
ern and 75 cents for No. 1 hard. Our buy- 
ers were paying 75 cents for wheat that 
graded in Minneapolis No. 1 Northern. This was 
about four cents above association prices for this 
town, and to ** freeze out these independent buy- 
ers they advanced the prices at Plate, six miles 
east of Glencoe, 13 cents on a bushel, offering 
within one cent of the Minneapolis quotations for 
that day. They paid 80 ceuts in Sumter, six miles 
west, with instructions that if Glencoe came to 
those figures to pay more. They also telegraphed 
their buyers on the St. Louis Road south at Green 
Lake, Arlington, and Gaylord to advance prices 
three cents over Glengoe prices; also their buyers 
on the Breckenridge Division of the Manitoba 
north to advance three ceats over Glencoe prices. 
Railroad Commissioner Murdock, when in- 
terrogated regarding the matter, said the trou- 
ble is that the grain dealers of Glencoe mix all 
wheat together instead of keeping different 
grades in separate bins, and the result is it is 
gradea on the basis of the inferior wheat 
when it reaches Minneapolis.. There has been 
no discrimination. The simple fact is that 
shippers on the Manitoba Road are very care- 
ful to keep their grades separated, and pay No. 
1 bard prices for No. 1 hard wheat, while ship- 
pers on the Milwaukee and Minneapolis & St. 
Louis roads have been educated to mix their 
wheat to make a No. 2 Chicago grade, and still 
do so to a great extent.

a contest for the ownership of the opera en- 
titled “ The Black Aussar,“ was held bere to- 
day, and, although no final adjustment of the 
affair was effected, it is thought that an under- 
standing was reached which will result in a 
gutisfactory settlement of the long-standing 
difficulty in the near future. In response to a 
letter from John A. McCaull’s representatives 
Manager Syduey Rosenfeld appeared, accom pa- 
nied by Herman Nuanemacher of the Grand 
Opera-House and their attorney. McCaull was 
represented by Attorneys Reed and Moses of 


Chicago and Attorney Weissert of this city. A 
proposition fur a settlement of affairs was sub- 
mitted by the McCaull people, in substance 
being, as follows: s 

That the action commenced and now pending in the 
County Court of Milwaukee County enjoining Syd- 
ney Rosenfeld and the Nannemacher- Marsh com- 
pany from pertorming “ The Black Hussar in the 
Grand Opera-House be discontinued; ‘that the ac- 
tion commenced two weeks ago by Sydney Rosenteld 
against John A. McCaull, Jacob Litt; De Wolf Hopper 
et al., now pending in the United States Court, be 
discontinued; that the contemplated action for 
dumages by John A. McCauill, Jacob Litt et al. be 
not brought; that the action recently commenced 
in the Circuit Court of Cook County, Hilinols, by 
Conreid & Goldmark against Sydney Rosenfeid, re- 
straining him trom turther interfering with John 
McCaull in the production of said opera, be discon- 
tinued; that Sydney Rosenfeld, in consideration of 
a sum not made public (but understood to be 
$5,000), assigns and conveys to Conreid & Goidmark 
his copyright and title to the opera, The Black 
Hussar; that in consideration of such convey- 
ance Conreid & Goldmark pay Rosenfeid’s attor- 
ney fees, and pay a certain sum to Herman Nunne- 
macher; that the suits be discontinued without 
costs; and, lastly, that Sydney Kosenfeld avers 
and affirms that the action brought by him against 
McCaull, Litt et al. was without ground for ac- 
tion; that he now has no right or titie to the opera, 
The Black Hussar,” and never had any right or 
title to the opera. 

This proposition was entirely satisfactory to 
the Rosenfeld party, with the exception of the 
last clause. Rosenfeld was not wil.ing to sign 
a statement that be never had a title to the 
opera, and it is believed that at another con- 
ference to be held in a few days it will de de- 
cided to strike out the objectionable clause, 
although Attorney Weissert warned Kosen‘eid 
that uvless he should accept the agreement as 
presented today it would be withdrawn en- 
tirely and the fight continued to the bitter end. 

Attorney A. G. Weissert, who is representing 
H. T. Wright, the defaaiting Assistant Post- 
master at Racine, in the latter's efforts to se- 
cure his release from prisou at Chester, III., 
has returned from a visit to llinois, where be 
went in the interest of his client. He re-

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The Flint & Pere Marquette to Be Heard 
From—Evansville & Terre Haute 


Report. 
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Earnings of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Central Pacific Grain- 
Bates. 


A joint meeting of the North and South Lum- 
ber Association, the Chicago Committee of the 
Middle and Western States Freight Associa- 
tion, and the Chicago Committee of the Ohio 
River Pool was held yesterday to make an ef- 
fort to stop the demoralization of lumber rates 
from Michigan points to Ohio River and 
Southern points. During the late general de- 
moralization of rates the lumber rates from the 
Saginaw Valley and Upper Michigan points 
went completely to pieces. The principal rea- 
son for this was that lumber was shipped by 
lake from the Saginaw Valley to Toledo, 
Erie, Cleveland, etc., and thence to 
Southern points at largely-reduced rates. 
The Michigan Central, Chicago & 
West Michigan, Grand Rapids & Indiana, and 
the Flint & Pére Marquette and other upper 
Michigan roads being largely interested in that 
traffic had to meet the water rates in order to 
protect the large owners of mille ana shippers 
on the fines of thelr roads, who, having large 
depots at Cincinnati and osher Ohio Biver 
points, could not afford to pay higher rates 
tana Gone charged by tne water lines without 
suffering serious loss of traffic. This competi- 
tion brought rates ail the way down. When 
the east-bound freight rates were restored a 
short time ago the Chicago East-Bound Rute 
Committee and the Ohio River Pool Committee 
met in this city and decided to restore lumber 
rates both to the East and South. But 
the roads found it impossible to put the new 
rates lu effect from Chicago on account of 
the refusal of the Upper Michigan roads to ad- 
vance their rates, op the ground that they had 
to meet the rates made by the water routes or 
lose their business. Consequently the demor- 
alization in rates stil prevails from Michigan 
points, and the rouds running east and south 
irom Chicago find themselves unable to com- 
pete. As navigation is rapidly coming to a 
close, this was thought to be the proper time 
for trying to induve the Upper Michigan roads 
to agree to a restoration of rates from the Sag- 
inaw Valiey, and thus enable a restoration 
irom Chicago to the East and South. Twenty- 
eight roads out ot the thirty-three interested 
in this traffic were represented at the meeting. 
But only one of those not represented—the 
Fiint & Pére . Marquette—was es pecially 
interested in the Saginaw Valley traffic, 
without whose consent no agreement 
could be made. The s:tuation was thoroughly 
discussed, and the upper Michigan roads were 
charged with bad faith toward the other lines. 
The latter claimed that they were just as 
anxious as the Chicago lines to bring about a 
restoration of rates, but it was useless for 
them to do so unless all lines entered into a 
strong agreement which wou d protect them 
and the shippers along the lines of their road. 
They were ready to enter into an agreement 
for the restoration of rates provided the Fiint 
& Pére Marquette (which was not represented 
at this meeting) would aiso join. The 
Secretary of the meeting was instructed 
to send a dispatch at once to 
the managers of the Flint & Pere 
Marquette asking them whether they would 
join in an agreement for the restoration and 
maintenance of rates. Pending a reply from 
the Flint & Pére Marquette an adjournment 
was taken until 3 p. m. When the meeting re- 
assembied at the appointed hour it was found 
that no reply had yet been rece ved from the 
Funt & Pere Marquette, and as nothing could 
be done until that line had been beard from it 
was decided to adjourn until 10 o'clock ths 
mornimg. If the Fiint & Pere Marquette should 
refuse to join the other roads in the new 
agreement the roads from Chicago to the East 
and South will be compelled to reduce their 
lumber tariffs to meet the rates made by the 
Upper Michigan lines.

THE CASE OF RIEL—A DEFAULTING POST- 
MASTER — BXPORTS—SCRIP TO HALF- 
BREEDS—BELOW THE LINE. 

QueBEC, Nov. 8.—(|Special.j—The Quebec 
Premier, Dr. Ross, bas just arrived from 
France and Belgium. He reports that fears of 
a conflict of races in Canada over the Riel af- 
fair are so strangly exaggerated on the other 
side that certain Capitalists do not dare make 
their contemplated investments here, believing 
that a war between the French-Canadian and 
British elements is imminent. The Premier's 
return has given the signal for a demand for 
provincial intervention on behalf of Riel. 
The Dominion Parliament came to the rescue 
of the oppressed peopie of Ireland by a peti- 
tion in their favor to the Imperial Government 
and a gift of $100,000. The French masses are 
stirred to thelr very deptùs by the prospect of 
the execution of Riel, sane or insane, and are 
awaiting the ‘Government's decision with 
breathless anxiety. 

The cases of the men under sentence of 
death in connection with the Northwest re- 
bellion are now before the Governor-General. 

Waitsy, Ont., Nov. 3.—(|Special.|—Charies 
Nourse, Postmaster at this place, bas decam ped. 
He bad been a.resident of the town for thirty 
years and respected by all. Recently it was 
discovered that his accounts in the post-office 
were not all right, and he was suspended. A 
Post-Office inspector has been here investigat- 
ing. It is now found that he is short about $2,000. 
Nourse was also agent for a number of insur- 
ance’ companies, and it transpires that for at 
least two years past he has been collecting 
money for insurance policies, granting agent's 
receipts, and then never reporting to the com- 
panies and never getting out the policies, the 
parties trusting bim implicitly. It is not known 
bow much be is behind in this matter, but his 
total defalcation will amount to a large sum.

It is now almost certain that the sunken stmr 

Quebec will not be raised this season. A letter re- 
ceived by Beckwith & Flemming from Capt. Mart 
Blackburn yesterday stated that the wreckers had 
had another stroke of misfortune. For the fourth 
time they had got the wreck almost to the surface, 
when the chains parted and she again sunk in 
ninety feet of water, dragging the three pontoons 
with her. The pontoons at the after end of the 
steamer went down twelve feet and the one at the 
bows four feet. The wreckers succeeded in getting 
the pontoons afloat and were almost ready 
take another lift on the steamer. The 
wreck is in very bad shape, and the divers will no 
longer venture between decks. Capt. Blackburn 
says the weather is becoming so cold that work 
will soon have to be stopped. This job is likely to 
prove a bad investment for Capt. Murphy. He has 
already spent a considerable amount of money and 
several months’ time in trying to get the Quebec 
Afloat, but so far has accomplished very littie. 
Even though heshould succeed in raising her he is 
likely to suffer a heavy loss, as by the terms of the 
contract the underwriters are to pay nothing for 
the work unless they acceptthe vessel. If the ves- 
sel is not worth repairing, or is so badly damaged 
as to prove a constructive total loss, they will give 
it to Murphy in payment of his wrecking services. 
Contract wrecking jobs are seldom ever profitable.
